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TELLS OF SCHENCK’ 
INVESTMENT LOSSES 


Tax Trial Witness Says Movie 
Executive’s Mexican Ven- 
ture Collapsed, 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP). 
—The collapse of a $403,000 in- 
vestment which Joseph M. Schenck, 
film executive, made in the Com- 
pania Mexicana del Agua Caliente’s 
vast hotel and casino properties 
was described by a witness today 
at Schenck’s trial on income tax 
evasion charges. 

Enrique 8S. Neidhart, who man- 
aged the properties until the Mex- 
ican Government expropriated them 
in 1938, testified that Schenck paid 
$403,000 for 67,700 shares of the 
company’s common stock, and sold 
them to a- friend, Roland West, 
for $50,000 in 1935, after the Mexi- 
can Government issued a decree 
prohibiting gambling. 

The company suspended its vari- 
ous businesses ‘including a large 
hotel, gambling casino, numerous 
bars and grills, clubhouse, golf 
course, dog racing track and oth- 
er concessions, but later reopened 
and operated until the properties 
were expropriated. 

Schenck, chairman of the board 
of Twentieth Century-Fox Film 
Corporation, and Joseph H. Mdsko- 
witz, Eastern representative, are 
charged with evading $413,000 in- 
come taxes in connection with 
Schenck’s tax returns for 1935, 
1936 and 1937. Schenck contends 
that instead of owing the Govern- 
ment money he overpaid his in- 
come taxes during those years by 
$165,000. 

Miss Ruth Nolander, Schenck’s 
secretary, who testified last Friday

POLICE MOTORCYCLE ESCORTS 
FOR FUNERALS DISCONTINUED 


Patrolmen Needed te Check Up on 
Traffic Law Violations, 
Commissioners Say. 

The police department has 
stopped supplying motorcycle po- 
lice escorts for funeral processions 
as a result of a recent decision 
of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, Chief of Police John H. 
Glassco said today. 

The police department, Glassco 
said, had been supplying escorts, 
usually of two motorcycle patrol- 
men, to an average of eight to 10 
funerals a day.

E. W. Smith, vice-president of 
the railroad, said “all the spikes 
were removed from one rail,” and

At Washington, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission ordered an 
investigation of the wreck. Shipley 
N. Mills, head of the I. C. C.’s safe- 
said four inspectors had 
been assigned to the case. 

The Cleveland-Pittsburgh train, 
carrying 112 passengers and a crew 
of 11, was running 60 miles an 
hour through a snowstorm when 
it- was wrecked, near this small 
town about 22 miles northwest of 
Pittsburgh. 

The locomotive jumped tke 
tracks and overturned, whipping 
its four coaches and baggage car 
over a 50-foot embankment to the 
river. The baggage car and two 
coaches were partly submerged. 
The other cars lay twisted along 
the river’s edge. 

Some Victims Aid Others. 

The least injured passengers and 
crewmen scrambled to the aid of 
the’ seriously injured, some of 
whom lay submerged in the icy 
water that flooded the cars. 

Authorities learned of the wreck 
when an injured passenger, his 
clothes wet and blood streaming 
from his head and arms, ran to a 
Baden residence and had a woman 
telephone police. 

Engineer A. R. Weigel of Cleve- 
land was killed at his post, crushed 
by coal thrown forward from the 
fuel tender as the _ locomotive 
lurched to a stop. 

Fireman C. H. Millburn of Alli- 
ance, O., who escaped with cuts 
and bruises, remembered that a 
freight train was scheduled to pass 
in a short time and might endan- 
ger injured and dazed passengers 
wandering about the tracks. He 
quickly ran back and flagged the 
freight to a safe stop. 

Other dead were Mrs. Rose Ta- 
gielski, Pittsburgh; Donald McDon- 
ald, nine-month-old son of Mrs. 
Elizabeth McDonald of Altoona 
(who is in grave condition herself), 
and Harry Kennedy, Pennsylvania 
railroad clerk, whose body wag 
taken from the smoker about five 
hours after the wreck. 

Fifth Body Recovered. 

The body of the fifth victim was 
recovered late today. He was 
identified as Conrad Lebel, a rail- 
road employe. 

Police Chief R. W. Compton of 
Baden, among the first at the 
scene, told this story: 

“When I reached the scene there 
were three or four men running 
around—I guess they were crew 
men. The screams were awful. I 
ran down to the second car, where 
people were climbing out and run- 
ning up the bank, 

“Passengers were unable to get 
out of the third car because it was 
Surrounded by water. Somebody 
threw a cross tie down and we 
climbed on it into the car.

“That the the train was delib- 
erately wrecked was established 
upon investigation of the track. 


All spikes on both sides had been|' 


pulled from the outside rail, next 
to the river. One end of the rail, 
the end facing the oncoming loco- 
motive, was moved in 22 inches. 
The bolts had been removed from 
the splice bars which spliced this 
section of rail to the adjoining 
rails. 

“That the derailment was the 
result of deliberate action was fur- 
ther indicated by the fact that the 
end of the section of rail involved 
had been moved only 22 inches 
from its normal position, or the 
length of the bend wire, which 
connects the. rail sections and car- 
ries the electric current operating 
the signals. 

“The bend wire itself was not 
disturbed and the railroad signal 
system was unaffected. The fact 
that the bend wire was undisturbed 
definitely indicates that it was in- 
tended that the train should get 


a clear signal and run into the| 


If the bend wire 
had been broken, the train would 
have been stopped by signal. before 
running over the damaged section.”

Bevin explained that the Gov- 
ernment would select from the 
list all women “likely to be useful 
to the war effort, whether in em- 
ployment or not.” J 

“T am satisfied,” Bevin concluded 
his radio appeal yesterday, “that 
this great democracy will submit 
itself to discipline and demonstrate 
its ability and a determination that 
will far transcend anything Hitler 
or his Nazi regime can bring 
against us.” 

Referring to the question of pay 
for war workers, Bevin said: “It 
has been decided that existing wage 
arrangements will continue until 
March 31, but from that date we 
are going to make a big change- 
over, and people in training under 
the Government scheme will be 
paid proper wages.” 

He stressed especially need for 
workers in shipbuilding and marine 
engineering.

STRANGE atmosphere caught 
me.as I left my hotel on that 
morning of Monday, June 10, 


At the door the proprietor 
stopped me. “You must leave to- 
day, Monsieur Strasser,” he cried. 
“T am closing the hotel. My wife 
and I are leaving Paris immediate- 
ly.” 

I went out on the street. There 
wasn’t a taxi in sight. The trade- 
mark of cosmopolitan Paris had 
disappeared as suddenly as dew un- 
der a hot sun. In its place were 
countless columns of vehicles, from 
the poorest hand carts to heavily 
laden horse carts, to elegant de luxe 
limousines, all full of people, bag- 
gage, bed clothes, wash basins, 
boxes of provisions—a gigantic exo- 
dus of the inhabitants of Paris 
moving southward into the coun- 
try, and to safety. 

Even more exciting were the 
rumors: that the Germans had ad- 
vanced as far as the Seine; that the 
Italians had declared war; that 
there was treachery among the 
high French generals; that the Gov- 
ernment had fallen; that enemy 
parachutists had dropped secretly 
into France. The rumors were like 
thick flocks of stormbirds an- 
nouncing the coming of a sirocco. 
I refused to let myself float 
along on the tidal wave of pes- 
simism, much less be drowned by 
it. However, the grand march to 
the war ministry showed me that 
the authorities had also decided to 
fleé Paris. ‘The army freight cars 
stood in endless rows in the Gov- 
ernment quarters, In feverish haste, 
men were loading them with the 
documents, typewriters, and—even 
the tables and chairs from the dif- 
ferent ministries. | 


A Changed Weygand. 


At the war ministry the picture 
was the same. By chance I met 
Gen. Weygand. It was the second 
time. I had seen him two days be- 
fore, when, laughing and full of 
confidence, he bounded up the wide 
steps of the ministry two at a 
time, 

Today he made his way up the 
stairs through a gloomily waiting 
crowd of officials, officers and po- 
lice. He walked slowly, and kept 
hitting his high boots nervously 
with his riding whip. 

Even the press conference, the 
last in Paris, was over. I had a 
few words with my old friend Burr 
of the Associated Press, and then 
asked to be announced to Premier 
Reynaud’s chef de cabinet. 
“What, are you still in Paris?” 
was his greeting. 
“Naturally,” I replied. “And be- 
fore the day is out I will get the 
audience with Reynaud for which 
I’ve been waiting.” 

“It is too late, my friend, all is 
too late,” he said excitedly. “Save 
yourself. Leave Paris immediately. 
In any case We are going south in 
a half hour ourselves!” 

That was easier said than done. 
First of all I had no “sauf conduit” 
for my secretary, without which it 
was theoretically impossible’ to 
leave Paris, Apart from this were 
other enormous practical obstacles 
to be considered. But the chef de 
cabinet, a man as trustworthy as 
he was likable, knew what to do. 
In a few minutes we both had a 
“sauf conduit special,” an exit visa 
to England, and passes for all war 
zones, A strong handclasp—and my 
sojourn in Paris was officially at 
an end, : 


Search for Funds. 


Only theoretically, to be sure, 
since I was still standing in the 
middle of Paris without an auto, 
without rail or plane tickets, and 
without sufficient funds. The last 
of these seemed to me to be the 
most important. I therefore sent 
my secretary to hunt up tickets on 
a train going southwest, south, or 
if necessary, southeast, and I my- 
self went in search of money. 

The results of my search were 
not comforting. My banking ac- 
count had been sealed by the police 
in connection with my arrest of 
May 14.

OTTO STRASSER 


HE author of this article— 
T the first of six to be pub- 

lished exclusively in_ the 
Post-Dispatch—is an erstwhile 
lieutenant of Adolf Hitler who 
has become the Fuehrer’s bitter 
enemy. MStrasser’s brother was 
killed in the Nazi blood purge of 
1934. Since then Otto has been 
the head of the Black Front, 
with headquarters in Paris. To- 
day he is in America, still in 
hiding from the Gestapo. 

The German secret police for- 
mally placed on Otto Strasser 
the blame for four alleged plots 
to assassinate Hitler. When the 
Nazis_occupied France, Strasser 
was No. 1 man on their. black- 
list. Yet he escaped the Gestapo 
and the German army and final- 
ly reached the New World—safe 
for the time deing at least from 
Hitler’s New Order. This is the

Paris Panic-Stricken. 

In the afternoon we prepared our 
baggage for the last time. I worked 
fast to get ready for our flight. All 
remaining pieces of writing we 
burned, all articles of clothing not 
to be taken with us, we gave away, 
and with a wonderful bottle of Bur- 
gundy and far too many suitcases 
we took our leave of Paris.

Aboard After Struggle. 


To this hour I don’t know how we 
succeeded in pushing forward . to 
the station, which was surrounded 
by heavily armed troops.

However, my secretary, who knew 
Paris better than I, refused to be- 
lieve this unlucky report.

Several Incidents.

The origins of ‘the 
Thai Blood Party are obscure, its 
leaders unrevealed. It generally is 
believed that behind it are militant 
persons of Fascist tendencies, in- 
side the Government and out, who 
were determined to push the coun- 
try into a war on which it was 
hesitant to embark. There is no 
doubt the movement had moral, if 
not’ active, support from certain 
Japanese. 

Long before the Thai Government 
had reached the decision to invade 
Indo-China, the Thai Blood Party 
was stirring up a popular demand 
for action. From all indications, 
the topmost leaders of the Gov- 
ernment, including the Premier, 
were reluctant to carry things to 
the point of war. They sought 
merely to intimidate the French, 
hoping to settle the frontier issue 
by compromise.

due to industrial disputes have 
thus far been less costly than 
in 1917, it would have been a seri- 
ous error for the administration 
to remain complacent about this 
favorable comparison.

In .the 
spring of 1940, when we began to 
arm, we were still in the later 
phases of a depression with unem- 
ployment, unused plant capacity, 
and a deflated price level. The 
controlling reason why 1940 saw 
fewer wage disputes than did 1917 
is that there are always fewer wage 
disputes during a slump than dur- 
ing a boom, 

And, therefore, we may be cer- 
tain that the favorable comparison 
has been accidental and temporary, 
that as we are now moving rapidly

putes will surely multiply unless 
more effective measures are taken 
to prevent and adjust them, In 
fact, it is already evident that 
grave disturbances are threatened 
in many basic industries this 
spring, and that: by midsummer, 
when industry will be geared to 
mass production, the situation 
might easily become critical.

HE existing organization for 
T promoting industrial peace is 

bound to be unsuccessful in 
practice because it is fundamentally 
unsound in principle. If it has not 
been worked badly, that is because 
conditions have been temporarily 
and accidentally favorable and be- 
cause Mr. Knudsen and Mr. Hill- 
man are men of intelligence and 
good will. 

What the President has sought 
to do is to obtain the co-operation 
of management and labor in indus- 
try by setting up in Washington 
a dual directorate composed of a 
co-operating manager and labor 
leader. This well-intended notion 
will not work under strain. For 
it places Mr. Knudsen in the role 
not of the national director of de- 
fense production, but in that of the 


distinguished from, and in some 
sense opposed to, that of labor.

HE intention, no doubt, was to 
have management and labor 
represented in the direction of 
the defense program.

agencies should wo:ty about 
the needs and the grievances of 
capital, of management, of labz, 
of the consumer. The planning 


and direction of production requires 


an undivided attention and and un- 
divided authority which no com- 
posite and representative agency 
can ever have. The new board, 
which is now proposed, would seem, 
therefore, to be sound in principle 
because it separates the specific 
responsibility for, defense produc- 
tion from the general responsibility 
for maintaining industrial peace 
and healthy social conditions. 
It was a fundamentally bad form 
of organization, for example, which 
placed upon Mr. Knudsen and upon 
Undersecretaries Patterson and 
Forrestal the task of deciding large 
issues of tax policy, price policy, 
financial policy, labor policy, social 
policy, Their task is big enough— 
of munitions. The other problems 
to plan and obtain the production 
should be settled elsewhere. They 
cannot manage the whole social 
economy of the United States.

HE setting up of the new labor 

board, representing manage- 

ment, labor and the public, 
should be followed, therefore, by the 
liquidation of the Knudsen-Hillman 
duality. The head of the Office of 
Production Management should be 
Mr. Knudsen, not as a representa- 
tive of private management, but 
Mr. Knudsen as production man- 
ager for the United States Govern- 
ment. It is not in the slightest 
a reflection on Mr. Hillman to say 
that if he has an executive office 
in the defense program, it should 
be not in the role of a labor leader 
but in that of a citizen — exactly 
like that of Mr. Knox or Mr, Pat- 
terson or any other experienced and 
accomplished man appointed to na- 
tional office. In this role labor will

Southeast Missouri’s Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE feud that has been going on in 
Southeast Missouri between the land- 
owner and farm laborer for the past’ 40 
years or so has broken out anew. 

First, Fannie Cook grabs up the fallen 
banner of better living from a cotton row 
and carries it onward. Then Art Wall- 
hausen, as fine a young editor as there 
is in Missouri, takes out after Fannie 
with a letter saying, “You can’t do this 
to us,” and tries to throw up a smoke 
screen over the existing situation in 
Southeast Missouri. 

The cotton grower doesn’t want share- 
cropper strikes, nor better homes for the 
farm laborer. All these things bring to 
light the beggarly condition of the la- 
borer, and the landowner doesn’t want 
that. He’d much rather do unto the la- 
borer as he wants, pay him 6 bits a day 
for 12 hours’ work, for instance. 

Many of the laborers are moving into 
homes that are far better than those of 
the landowners. The laborer has elec- 
tricity; he has a weather-tight home 
with plenty of room for his kids; he has 
a garden spot and can keep a cow; he 
will be able to take a shower bath with 
running hot water, and he will have a 
doctor and a nurse to look after his and 
his family’s health. 

To sum up the whole picture, it is this: 
The landowner knows and sees that the 
old-time sharecropper and day laborer 
have gone. He is going to have to deal 
with someone who can’t be browbeaten 
and robbed. If the landowner wants to 
keep his farm help, he will have to fix 
up the shacks and treat them like human 
beings. Otherwise, the farm labor homes 
will spring up in more places than ever. 
The landowner should appreciate this 

new setup instead of spreading stories 
around to keep the day laborer from 
renting a house fit to live in and raise 
a family in. 

Art Wallhausen’s letter and Fannie 
Cook’s work are the things needed, These 
things will throw light on conditions, 
and when light is focused on a subject, 
lots of things hidden are brought to view. 
So more power to Art and Fannie.

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MR. ROOSEVELT’S SPEECH. 

We feel sure that the President’s speech of Sat- 
urday evening made a profound impression on all 
who heard it. Never has he spoken with more force 
and more fervor. Moreover, the speech is to be read 
in the light of the Lease-Lend Act, by which Congress 
has embarked on a policy of all-out aid to Britain, 
and under which Congress has granted the President 
the most sweeping powers; in the light of the re- 
quested appropriation of seven billion dollars to 
finance the act: and in the light of a long series 
of events by which the country has gradually moved 
from neutrality to non-belligerency and now to non- 
shooting belligerency. 

If the speech is thus read, no one will fail to see 
that the President’s call for sacrifice upon the part 
of every citizen in the land—steel worker or steve- 
dore, machinist or housewife, farmer or banker, store- 
keeper or manufacturer—means exactly what it says. 
As the President puts it, the sacrifice will express 
itself in lower profits because of higher taxes and 
longer hours at bench, plow and machine. But it will 
be felt also in many other ways because the country 
cannot make “a total effort,” to use the President's 
words, without altering almost every phase of our 
lives. 

Perhaps the sacrifices that will be demanded can 
be more easily imagined by saying that the country 
is being placed on a war footing. It is not a mere ques- 
tion of sending war supplies to Britain, China and 
1 Greece. To be sure, the whole country is being mobil- 
ized to do that. But it is more than that. We are now 
engaged—and the President makes it quite plain—in 
a partnership with those nations that will last “until 
total victory has been won.” It is not necessary at 
the present time to send men along with our ships, 
guns, tanks and planes, but if it does become neces- 
sary under this program, men, too, undoubtedly will 
be sent. 

The President has made it clear that we are em- 
barked on an all-out campaign to end dictatorships 
all over the world, and we urge that his words be 
read again and again, that the full import of them 
may sink in. The President's goal is to end dicta- 
torship and to substitute for it all over the world 
the four freedoms, freedom of worship, freedom of 
speech, freedom from fear and freedom from want. 
It is a noble program, but it is one beset with infinite 
complexity and one which presents the most colossal 
practical problems. 

In fact, we believe the President’s speech would 
have been more effective if it had been less sweeping 
in scope and more clearly defined in aim. The de- 
feat of Hitler, which means not only the defense of 
Britain but the reconquest of the European Conti- 
nent, is alone a terrific objective; but the President 
also includes the successful defense of China and 
the end of dictatorship in Japan in his program. 
This makes us party not only to a European war but 
a world-wide war. The war in China has been going 
on since 1937, but only now is it coupled, in im- 
portance to us, with the war in Europe. Would it not 
be wiser to attempt to destroy one dictatorship at a 
time, instead of taking them all on at once? Is it not 
prudent and in accord with first principles of mili- 
tary strategy not to fight a war on more than one 
front at a time? 

As to the President's lack of clarity in aim, he 
speaks of the issue today as between democracy and 
dictatorship, freedom and slavery. Is it being too 
literal to say that Greece is not a democracy but a 
dictatorship, and that it was ruled with an iron hand 
by the late Metaxas? Turkey, which is in alliance with 
Britain, is a dictatorship of long standing. Kemal 
Ataturk was a dictator, and so is his successor. China, 
although it established a republic after the downfall 
of the Manchus, has never been a democracy in our 
sense and is now, of course, a military dictatorship 
under Chiang Kai-shek. There is absolutely nothing 
in common between the American way of life and 
those of Greece, Turkey and China. Certainly, in 
victory, we would not attempt to impose our way of 
life on our allies if they preferred their own. 

If the four freedoms are to be established all over 
the world, the job is not done with the conquest of 
Germany and Japan. Another huge dictatorship re- 
mains—that of Soviet Russia, a nation covering one- 
sixth of the world’s surface. If this is a struggle 
between democracy and dictatorship, Soviet Russia, 
too, must be attacked. 

So we think the President would contribute great- 
ly to clearer thinking if he would narrow and sharp- 
en his objectives, since the United States, powerful 
as it is, should not bite off more than it can chew,

Illinois has not been redistricted for seats in the 
national House of Representatives since 1901—an 
even 40 years. In that time, population changes have 
been so extensive in the State that the districts 
now vary all the way from 138,000 in the Highth to 
889,000 in the Seventh.

But this is to be expected if the 
gerrymandering of 1901 and the population changes 
of nearly a half-century are rectified, In order to 
achieve a population balance downstate, Madison and 
St. Clair counties, which are now in’ the populous 
Twenty-second District, would be separated and 
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. The Truman committee is going to look into the

Mayor Dickmann has indorsed civil service many 
times. He has held it forth as a shining goal of 
his administration. But where was Mayor Dickmann 
on Jan. 24, when that goal was within grasp? On 
that day, when the Legislation Committee might have 
reported the bill out in time to get it on the city 
election ballot, it decided, 4 to 3, to hold up the 
measure, The Board of Aldermen itself was tied, 11 
to 11, on a motion to meet on the following Monday 
and reconsider the matter, 

The change of one vote on either the committee 

or the board would have meant achievement instead 
of failure, Surely Mayor Dickmann, as chief execu- 
tive of the city and leader of the party in power, 
might have used his influence to win one vote and 
save the day. He did not act, however. He held 
aloof. The long-needed reform is blocked, and must 
wait for another aldermanic session, or the lengthy 
process of initiative petitions, Yet the Mayor now 
says he “resents” the committee’s failure to act. 
A year ago, merit system hopes were high, The 
Mayor let it be known that he was working for real 
civil service, that he was in dead earnest about it. 
Our editorial of April 5, 1940, reported: “The faces 
of most of the 56 members of the Democratic City 
Committee are red with anger and consternation” asa 
result, But they needn’t have feared loss of their 
patronage and spoils. A year has elapsed, and the 
old, discredited, inefficient system is still in full 
flower at the City Hall. 

Mayor Dickmann has had eight years in which to 
install civil service. He has paid many eloquent 
tributes to the merit system as a means to better 
government. If he had put it through, the achieve- 
ment would have ranked alongside the anti-smoke 
ordinance and the pure-milk ordinance as major ac- 
complishments in his record. 

St. Louis still does not have the merit system. 
The voters, not the Mayor, have genuine cause for 
resentment, 
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NONSENSE FROM MR. LAUF. 

H. P. Lauf, Democratic floor leader in the Missouri 
House, flew into an oratorical rage the other day 
over the non-partisan court plan, adopted by the 
voters of Missouri last November. 

“No Hitler of Germany,” he shouted, “no Musso- 
lini of Italy, ever enjoyed more power than that pro- 
vided in this amendmént!”

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COSTS AT FORT LEONARD WOOD. 

Although it is nice to know that the builders of 
Fort Leonard Wood are catching up with their sched- 
ule, the steadily rising cost curve is less encouraging. 
Veteran tenders of the Mississippi flood levees will 
recognize the symptoms. 

The estimated cost of building the camp was 
$15,000,000, Recently a revised estimate was made— 
$28,000,000, Now a correspondent reports that the 
final cost “may exceed $35,000,000.” 

This is a defense emergency, and speed is the thing. 
The work at Fort Wood began with a failure to lay 
proper supply lines, to deal with housing and trans- 
portation needs of the labor force and to figure in 
the effects of bad weather. Because of the halting 
start, a great deal of time had to be made up in a 
hurry. Naturally, a lot of time has been wasted. 

Fort Wood is doubtless a particularly glaring ex- 
ample of high-cost construction. For $36,000,000 is 
233 per cent of $15,000,000, and if the ratio were ap- 
plied to the entire bill for defense and aid to Britain, 
the taxpayers would never know ‘what hit them. ~

Can Democracy Be ‘‘Put on Ice’’? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public. Opinion 


Defense crisis calls for unity, and, in its name, some would abridge 
civil rights, speaker declares; there is no assurance they would 
be restored, he warns; in France, their curtailment contributed to 
defeat; says we must preserve guarantees to escape the fate we fear. 


From an Address by Edwin S. Smith, Member, National Labor Relations Board, 
Before New York Conference for Inalienable Rights. 


OR many months, government and the 
F press have been zealously rousing the 

people of the country on the danger of 
foreign attack and the need for far-flung 
preparations for national defense. A per- 
sistent corollary theme has been emphasis 
on the need for national unity, 

If a strike delays production of war ma- 
terials, the united national effort for defense 
is not being exerted to its fullest capacity. 

This is also true when the manufacturer 
bargains about the terms of a contract and 
his margin of profit instead of plunging 
at once into production on any terms which 
the Government sees fit at first to offer. 
When the defense program got off to a slow 
start because business was worrying about 
the kind of taxation program Congress 
would enact, unity was lacking by so much. 

Yet all of these phenomena, such as sharp 
divisions of opinion on national policy, the 
spectacle of capital and labor each striving 
in its own way to protect its interests, are 
commonplaces of our normal life. 

Are we, then, called upon at this time to 
dispense with the traditional ‘manifestation 
of the democratic process in our daily lives? 
Is national unity for defense of our demo- 
cracy a goal which precedes the exercise 
of our democratic liberties? 

I assume that only a fanatic would an- 
swer “Yes” wholeheartedly to these ques- 
tions. There is something not only funda- 
mentally illogical but terrifyingly dangerous 
in the assertion that you can save democ- 
racy by abandoning it for a period in order 
to pick it up and revive it at some time 
in the future. Forms of government and 
habits of national life are not subject to 
such magical manipulation. The truth is 
that national unity based on an enforced 
collaboration of econdmically and politically 
divergent interests has been regarded quite 
rightly as a hallmark of the Fascist or 
anti-democratic order of society. 

* 


So what is the answer to the problem that 
confronts us? 1 would suggest one dominant 
consideration which is that we are not yet 
at war and, happily, will not be. England, 
which is at war and fighting desperately, 
has moved far along a course of governmen- 
tal control of economic life and individual 
freedom which does severe violencé to the 
English democratic traditions. 

Apologists for the steps which England 
— —2* assert — honestly that, given a 

r victory, will not be 
restored but enianesd. < “on 


socialist type of life. The overnight 
formation of France from a democracy to 
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totalitarian state under the stress of defeat 
is a portent of the gravest significance. 

We may fervently hope that the forces of 
democracy in Britain will not be overthrown 
or seriously crippled, whatever the outcome 
of the war. We may not, at the same time, 
close our eyes to the fact that in order to 
win the war the British Government has 
felt obliged to take steps in an anti-demo- 
cratic direction, the gravity of which must 
not be undér-estimated. 

Surely, with foreign examples before us, 
the emergency created by our own drive 
for national defense should be the occasion 
for doing as little injury as can be to our 
democratic fabric. The peril inherent in a 
national unity which is bought at the price 
of any substantial disintegration of the 
democratic way of conducting our affairs 
is simply too great to be risked. 
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The experience of the last war should have 
become an enduring lesson to the American 
people as to the slenderness of the thread 
on which in times .of crisis our civil liber- 
ties may depend. The Palmer raids, the 
Lusk Committee, the wave of amateur es- 
pionage, the mobs which forced kissing of 
the flag, the calumny and the attacks on 
labor organizations—all of these phenomena, 
sane, liberal and level-headed Americans had 
fondly hoped were things of the past. 

We had seen the error of our ways. We 
had stood on the edge of the abyss into 
which democracy was in imminent danger 
of falling and retreated with firm resolve 
that these things should never happen again.

A time such as that through which we 
are now passing is a welcome opportunity 
for those whose interests lie in the direction 
of suppression of progressive opinion and of 
popular liberties. What more tempting and 
fruitful occasion could offer itself for re- 
actionary and selfish persons to agitate in 
the name of national unity for restrictions 
on the economic opportunities and the civil 
liberties of those whom they would exploit? 

One of the tactics employed by those who 
would now restrict labor’s gains and rights 
in the interest of the defense program ‘has 
been to spread the belief that the French 
labor movement and the Popular Front Gov- 
ernment were to blame for the external 
collapse and internal disintegration of the 
Frengh Republic. The facts as to France 
are very definitely to the contrary. 

Had the demands of French labor, which 
were in favor of stemming the tide of 
Fascist invasion in Spain, and again were 
in drastic opposition to the betrayal of 
Munich, been heeded, there is good reason 


‘to believe that Europe would not now be 


at war and Fascist aggrandizement would 
have received perhaps a permanent setback.

Dentistry, newly installed associa-

“The future of dentistry,” Dr. 
Schour said, “rests on three founda- 
tions—research, teaching and prac- 
tice. Research has made rapid 
strides, but most of its effort has 
been directed to analysis within 
highly specialized fields. We have 
cut up our special fields of inter- 
est into smaller and finer pieces, 
and narrowed our vision, forgetting 
at times that these pieces have to 
be put together again in the teach- 
ing and practice of dentistry.” 

Teaching should bring together 
basic knowledge and its practical 
applications, Dr. Schour said, add- 
ing that “too often instruction con- 
sists of isolated, uncorrelated facts 
or procedures which the student 
pigeon-holes mentally or manual- 
ly for examination rather than for 
use. 

“The problem of making profes- 
sional teaching more utilitarian is 
not confined to dentistry alone,” 
the speaker said, suggesting that 
practical applications be stressed 
by teachers of basic information, 
and basic information be referred 
to by teachers of professional tech- 
niques. 


“Teaching,” Dr. Schour said, “is 
not a problem of the number of 
class hours, but of how we utilize 
them. The inefficient use of teach- 
ing hours is not corrected by addi- 
tional hours or additional courses.” 

As an example of practical ap- 
plications in teaching basic facts, 
Dr. Schour referred to his own 
work in presenting histology (the 
study of the structure of the teeth) 
to University of Illinois dental col- 
lege freshmen.

SPOILS ‘PARADISE’ 


Former St. Louisan Journeys 


7000 miles, 


From Tahiti to Philadelphia 
to Get More Funds. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 17 
(AP).—Mrs. Richard 8S. Stockton, 
former St. Louisan, has come 
all the way from 
“Paradise,” to cash a check. 

Last year she and her husband 
sold their thriving gift shop in 
Bryn Mawr, an exclusive “main 
line” suburb, and set out for Tahiti 
in search of a paradise where 
every man could be a king on $75 


a month, including champagne at 
60 cents a quart, with a war-torn 


world a million rum punches away. 
“It’s paradise all right,” she re- 
ported today, “but it doesn’t retail 
right now at $75 a month. Not 
since the war. 

“We thought were were getting 
away from war and ended up prac- 
tically in a ringside seat. After 
France fell we couldn’t get any 
money from our bank over here, so 
I took our last $100 and came home 
to cash a check.” 

In the French possession, cigar- 
ettes once sold for eight cents a 
pack and $1.50 bought a quart of 
Scotch. But now everything is 
different. 

The United States froze all ship- 


ments of money to French terri- 
‘itory last summer, allowing each 


American only $100 a month, and 
that doesn’t arrive regularly  be- 
cause the island only sees a ship 
every three months or so. Food 
supplies are limited as well. 

“My husband is making a pho- 
tographic study of the islands,” 
she said, “and when he’s tired of 
that he goes goggle fishing. You 
swim under water and spear fish 
for dinner. He’s awfully good at it, 
but you know you can get to hate 
fish.”

“Why Fear the Air?” 


“But,” he continued, “we did not 
evacuate the island and say we 
must live on the mainland. We 
conquered the sea, and the very 
element which had given an invad- 
er access to our country... . Be 
came its greatest protection. Now 
there is the air. The sea is per- 
haps no longer complete security 
for our island development; it must 
be the air too. Why should we 
fear the air?” 


That is about the best basic 
analysis I know upon which to 
study whether Hitler can invade |’ 
England. He certainly can’t do it 
without mastery of the air over 
England. With every month that 
passes he gets further from that 
goal. 


Invasion is still within the limits 
of possibility, but it couldn’t hap- 
pen without the greatest slaughter 
of young Germans ever visited 
upon any people in the whole his- 
tory of wars—a wholesale massacre 
too horrible to contemplate—with 
success, after all that sacrifice, dis- 
tinctly doubtful. 


This has not been Hitler’s meth- 
od. He has conquered far more 
area, more nations, greater popu- 


llations with far leas bloodshed than 


any war-maker since the begin- 
ning. 

These are some of the reasons 
why most of our experts believe 
that Hitler will not attempt an in- 
vasion of Britain unless the whole 
aspect of the present situation 
changes—unless she is starved to 
helplessness, a great portion of her 
navy shattered and her air power 
driven to earth. Nobody can say 
that none of this can possibly hap- 
pen, but all observers I know agree 
that it is most unlikely. . 

Does that mean that Hitler prob- 
ably will lose the war or Britain 
win it? It ceartainly means noth- 
ing of the kind. There are other 
theaters in which-the balance of 
power and advantage could be 
swung either way so far that some 
kind of peace would be the only 
reasonable outcome. 

The only war aims we have 
heard are on the British side that 
Hitlerism must be crushed com- 


that Britain must be crushed com- 
pletely. In the present obscure 
state of affairs and as far as they 
permit a groping guess into the 
future, either outcome is most un- 
likely to reach any such finality. 

That could change, but, in the 
existing condition, our people are 
being kidded if they believe any 
such boasts. The making of those 
boasts is the most natural thing 
in the world on the part of either 
side. Their leaders couldn’t say 
anything else and retain either 
their leadership or their “follow- 
ship.” No government of a coun- 
try at war could. But we are not 
at war in any such sense that our 
leadership should be anything less 
than frank or our people anything 
less than realistic.

North's Error 
~ InJumping to 
Six No-Trump 


By Ely Culbertson 


LL last week I discussed in 

this column the new require- 

ments for responding to an 
opening two-bid and stressed the 
point that henceforth these re- 
sponses will be more natural than 
ever before. In the past, if your 
partner opened with a bid of two 
spades ahd you held: 

4296 @K86543 & 98652 
you first would have to respond 
with two no trump to deny an hon- 
or trick and afterward it would be 
doubtful whether you could “get in” 
a diamond bid without jeopardizing 
a game contract in another suit 
or no trump, Your partner’s hand 
might be: ° 
@AK1054 @AKQT @A72 HA 
or it might contain nothing in dia- 
monds, viz: 

QAKQI5 OKQI2 $72 hAK 

In the first case, six diamonds 
would be the soundest possible con- 
tract, with a fair play for a grand 
slam; in the second case any con- 
tract higher than three no trump 
or four in a major suit might be 
fatal. 

In the new system, it is easy to 
investigate the various possibili- 
ties of these hands at a safe level. 
Thus, the responder whe holds a 
five card suit as good as Kxxxx 
or Q J x x x, or any six card suit, 
should respond with that suit di- 
rectly over the opening two-bid, re- 
gardless of any outside strength he 
may or may not hold. Notice how 
this works out in relation to the 
opening bid. In each of the above 
cases the opener had a sound two 
spade bid. The responder would 
bid three diamonds. Now, with sup- 
port for diamonds, the opener first 
would show his heart suit, but 
later, when the responder an- 
nounced lack of support in both 
majors, the opener would fall back 
on the diamond suit for slam pur- 
poses. In the other case, in whcih 
the opener had spades, hearts, and 
the A-K of clubs, but no support 
in diamonds, it would be easy and 
logical for the partnership to stop 
at three no trump, or four in a 
major. suit.

If the North- 
South partnership had a five-card 
or longer suit to run, this strength 
in the defenders’ hands might not 
be important, but with no assur- 
ance, or even indication, of a long 
suit, it usualy is fatal to contract 
for six no trump on fewer than 
seven and one-half honor tricks. 
Even eight honor tricks will not 
always produce 12 winners at no 
trump.

This is the second and last of two 
articles on “Dieting to Gain Weight.” 


HE thin girl may have to 
change her whole day’s routine, 
if she’s to put on those needed 
pounds that mean the difference 
between roundness and angularity. 

Best is very important. There 
should be an afternoon rest period, 
if possible; it helps to just lie down 
and relax for half an hour, even 
if you don’t sleep. A mid-morning 
rest period is excellent, too, 

Allow time for at least eight 
hours of sleep, too. You may be 
able to get by with less, but it is 
seldom advisable to skimp on sleep. 
The body needs all those hours of 
rest and recuperation. 

For more restful sleep, the bed- 
room should be cool and well-ven- 
tilated yet without draughts. The 
bed should suit your ideas of com- 
fort, of course, and blankets should 
be warm, but not too heavy. 

The thin girl needs a moderate 
amount of outdoor exercise every 
day. Exercise stimulates the ap- 
petitle, helps prevent muscle flab- 
biness, and puts roses in your 
cheeks. Take a walk or go in for 
your favorite sport or game, but 


‘don’t let yourself get too tired. 


The same foods, prepared and 
served in the same old way, are 
more than likely to put a damper 
on the appetite and slow up diges- 
tion, Attractive-looking foods stim- 
ulate the flow of digestive, juices 
and tasty, well-cooked foods is 
more easily digested. 

Putting variety into the meals 
or even preparing those “usual” 
foods in different ways, breaks the 
monotony and perks up jaded appe- 
tites. Food ccesn’t have to be ex- 
pensive, either; it can be simple 
and yet make an attractive sight, 
if it is carefully prepared. 

If you’re the cook at your house, 
try different ways of cooking vege- 
tables and meats. Learn to make 
soups or to “doctor’’ canned soups 
so that they are better and seem 
home-made. Learn to cook plain 
food perfectly, and spring pleasant 
culinary surprises on your family. 
Don’t have Monday as hash-day, or 
Tuesday as stew-day, but try to 
get variety into your meals. 


Tack up on your wall a list of 
the foods

Face Reflects — 
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Presence of 
Painin Bones

N orthopedic surgeon tells me 

that a great many coriditions of 

faulty posture, chronic arthritis, 
etc., can be recognized much ear- 
lier than they usually dre and when 
this early recognition occurs, treat- 
ment is much more likely to be 
successful, 

The expression of the face, ac- 
cording to him, is important and 
before actual bony deformity oc- 
curs in. rheumatism, the look in 
the eyes,.one of apprehension and 
a sort of deep alarm, is very sig- 
nificant. The face quickly reflects 
the presence of pain or aches in 
the bones and a good diagnostician 
is adept at interpreting the facial 
expressions of his patients. 

Such things as curvature of the 
spine are often revealed in early 

es by awkwardness of motion, 
lack of freedom of movement of 
the head, neck, shoulders and el- 
bows. Many a patient is consid- 
erably crippled in the back and is 
scarcely aware of it. 

Examination for posture can be 
made in a few minutes and is ex- 
tremely important for any diag- 
nostic survey. The patient’s back 
should be observed standing, lean- 
ing over, and leaning to the side. 
In leaning over with the tips of 
the fingers touching the floor and 
the knees kept stiff, the spine 
should show an eVen, gradual curve, 
with no special points of sudden 
curvature. The symmetry of the 
shoulders should be noted. 


THE PATIENT AFTER bending 


to show the movements of the back, 
should rise on tiptoe and the care- 
ful doctor will note whether he 
throws the heel outward or whether 
the movements are confined to the 
small joints of the foot. The arms 
should be raised slowly until they 
are straight over the head, and 
in making this motion the good 
diagnostician will notice whether 
both arms move symmetrically and 
whether both shoulders follow the 
movements of the arms the same. 

Still with the patient standing, 
the space at the back of the knees 
is noted and if it is deeper on one 
side than on the other, it probably 
means a limitation in the move- 
ment of the knee joint. Viewed 
laterally, the knees should be 
straight. If a patient stands with 
the knees bent it is an indication 
of muscular weakness or marked 
ligamentous relaxation somewhere 
in the leg between the hip and the 
ankle, 

By such careful examination, 
which depend entirely upon the 
clever use of the diagnostician’s 
own eyes, many conditions can be 
detected before the X-ray shows 
them, and proper procedures to 
correct faulty posture or crooked 
backs will be more successful] in 
this early stage than later.

Answer—What I said was that 
sometimes the barbiturates make 
middle-aged people somewhat de- 
lirious but if they work well there 
is no reason why they should not 
be taken, as in your case, especial- 
ly in such a moderate dose as you 
mention. 

P. M.:—“I was born with a rup- 
ture 25 years ago and it now trou- 
bles me after much exercise and 
working. Would you recommend 
an operation?” 

Answer—I would certainly rec- 
ommend having it treated by an 
experienced surgeon by whatever 
method he suggests. Probably op- 
erative treatment is the best.

HAT amazing woman, Eleanor 
Roosevelt, has been having’ Her 


Day, 10 of them in fact, spend- 
ing what she calls a quiet vacation 
at Miami, Fla. It’s an answer to 
the President's prayer. They gay 
in Washington that when Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, at bedtime, says 
his little “Now I lay me down to 
sleep,” he tacks on a petition for 
the one thing that he wants more 
than anything else: “Just for one 
day, please make Eleanor tired! 
Dear God, just for one day!” 

The members of the Women’s Na- 
tional Press Club may have had 
something to do with it. They have 
been asking for the same thing. 
They have had a maiden’s prayer 
of their own. Not a lay-me-down 
because they never got a chance 
to lie down. They have prayed as 
they ran, trying to keep up with 
the first lady of the land. 

It started when the girls put on 
a skit and called it “The Eleanor 
Roosevelt Home for Exhausted 
Newspaper Women.” A frazzled 
inmate voiced the supplication and 
all the others chorused “Amen.” 
It was all in fun, but it occurred. 
to some of them that they had an 
idea there. Even if nothing came 
of it a little praying wouldn't hurt 
them. It might even make them 
better girls: So they prayed as they 
ran. 

And now they and the President 
have their answer in good meas- 
ure, pressed down, running over. 
Eleanor has been made tired, not 
for a day but for 10 days. 


There are scoffers who have their 
doubts. Mrs. Roosevelt isn't tired 
at all, they say. She’s only taking 
a rest. Maybe so, but the newspa- 
per women are getting a rest, too, 

One learns about the prodigious 
tirelessness of Mrs. Roosevelt from 
Ruby Black, one of the newspaper 
girls, who has been following her 
around for several years and writ- 
ing about her activities. Miss 
Black tells about it in a book she 
calls “Eleanor Roosevelt—a Biogra- 
phy,” which has been published by 
Duel, Sloan & Pierce, New York. 

The woman of Ruby Black’s 
story is incredible, as she frankly 
admits. She wouldn’t believe it 
herself if she hadn’t seen it with 
her own eyes. But it‘s true. Here 
was a girl born to this country’s 
most exclusive aristocracy who be- 
came the personal friend of hun- 
dreds born in slums and on tenant 
farms, and their public advocate 
and benefactor; a girl untrained to 
work who became one of the high- 
est-paid and most indefatigable 
working women in the world; a girl 
who was a wallflower and became 
a nation’s most gracious hostess, a 
woman beloved by millions; a girl 
brought up to do only what was 
expected of her who became a 
woman bold in breaking precedents, 
valiant in championing those who 
needed a champion.

Mrs. Roosevelt, as presented by 
Ruby, Black, is absorbed in the 
question of what Government can 
do for human welfare, and her 
tremendous activity is directed to 
the accomplishment of the utmost 
in that direction. Away back in 
1923 she made her confession of 
faith in democracy. She was a 
Democrat, she said, because: “On 
the whole the Democratic party 
seems to have been more concerned 
with the welfare and interests of 
the people at large, and less with 
the growth of big business inter- 
ests. Now, we all realize that a 
country, to prosper, must have its 
big businesses; these must have 
fair opportunity and bring in fair 
returns to attract the interest and 
hold the ambition of able men, 
but we must nct lose sight of the 
fact that the ultimate result should 
never be the welfare and achieve- 
ment, of the few men, but the bet- 
tering o* the whole country, and 
that the legitimate ambition is 
that which builds un a great enter- 
prise, opens up a new section of 
country, and develops natural re- 
sources, not for the benefit of one 
individual, one family, or even one 
group of people, but for the uge and 
good of all the people.” 

When it comer to writing, Mrs. 
Roosevelt works harder than any 
of the exhausted newspaper girls, 
t_t as far as anybody can see she 
never gets tired. In her first seven 
years in the White House, she 
wrote three books, planned two 
more, helped edit several others,

writing, but she still had a lot of 
reading to do—the minutes of a 
conference on the education of 
women, a one-act play, a pamphlet 
on taxation by the officials of the 
City of New York, a plan for the 
rehabilitation of a group of work- 
ers, a book for the Junior Lit- 
erary Guild, a pamphlet on the re- 
ligious situation in Spain, and an 
article on a broadcast that was 


being given weekly—a few things: 


like that. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, once described as 
“a woman who loves humanity so 
much she is willing to meet it face 
to face,” is not content to merely 
meet it in the mass. Her days are 
crowded with the intimate personal 
contacts which it is her custom to 
encourage. Sometimes they come 
unsought. Like that time when, 
motoring in her blue roadster with 
a woman companion, she stopped at 
a filling station in Northern New 
York. Two men were standing 
there.
